YesterG@ay, twenty-four years after W. A. Gerry of 690 South Gaf- 
fey street, Los Angeles Harbor, saved the life of the late Henry T. 
Oxnard, Mr. Gerry received a draft for $100 from the Oxnard execu- 
tors with a letter informing him that an ofl portrait of the sugar king 


pany near Chine that later became 
a branch of the American Beet 
Sugar Company under his control. 
Mr. Gerry was working on a ranch 
in the hille back of Chino. 

One evening the paymaster was 
carrying his company’s payroll, 
totaling severai thousand dollars, 
back to an outlying camp of the 
concern when two masked men 
stepped out of the brush and 
stopped his horse. He was relieved 
of the pay rolland before he had 
an opportunity to dismount the 
bandite cut the horses reins and 
caused the animal to run away. 

Three miles up the desert trai! 
Mr. Gerry stopped the runaway 
horse and helped the rider to dis- 
mount, the latter being ex- 
hausted after his effortsa to stop 
the frightened beast. It was the 
last time either of the two men 
saw each other. 

Henry T. Oxnard came rapidly 
to the front as one of the country’s 
industrial leaders and at the time 
of his death several years ago he 
was head of the American Beet 
Sugar Company with ite vast field 
of subsidiary concerns and activi- 
ties.

The definition of hydrophobia 
given in Rosenau is as follows: 
Rabies is an gute, specific, rapid- 
ly fatal paralytic infection, com- 
municated from a rabid anima! 


through a wound usually produced 
through biting. 

Men contract the disease from 
some lowér animal, usually the 
Gog. The specific principal is con- 
tained iu the saliva and the nerv- 
ous system of animals suffering 
with the disease. The infection, 
therefore, may be conveyed by 
licking. provided there are open 
wounds in the skin. 

Rabies exists practically all over 
the world. It had been eradicated 
| Srom England on account of their 
mumling and quarantine laws, but 
during the World War it was re- 


TREATMENT 


proved to be an almost invariable 
preventive, so there ie no need of 
hysteria ariding from the bite of a 
dog. even though the dog be rabid, 
if the wound is properly treated 
and the Pasteur treatment given. 

There have been cases of in- 
dividuals bitten by dogs who have 
developed hysteria and some have 
gone through such stunts as bark- 
ing and biting and other antice— 
none of them being characteristic 
of rabies. 

I read of a case like this. A man 
was bitten by a small dog. The 
wound was cauterised and healed 
but his great fear brought on a 
state of hysteria of this type three 
or four days after. It was 
when he was told by a physician 
in whom he had confidence that 
he was making a 4d fool 


introduced by dogs that were car- 
ried in flying machines and so ¢s- 
caped the quarantine laws. Ger- | 
many also has eradicated hydro- 
phobia by its muzziing laws. In 
1918 forty-five deaths from rabies 
were reported in the United States. 

Rabies is commonly supposed 
to be prevalent during the sum 
mer months but Rosenau states it 
is more prevalent in cold weather. 

After being bitten by a rabid 
dog, it takes a certain period for 
the virus te travel along the nerves 
zo the central nervous system and 
multiply sufficiently to produce ite 
poison effects. This period varies 
from fourteen days to a year or 
more. (In the case of this long 
period the disease is probably la- 
tent—arrested but still alive.) The
